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The Proceedings At Berlin 


The first Reichstag of greater Ger- 
many met yesterday in Berlin and prompt- 
ly obliterated itself by giving the Fuehrer 
and his cabinet carte blanch authority to 
rule without consulting it until May, 1943. 

In response the Fuehrer addressed the 
members for two hours or more, review- 
ing the history of his achievements, and 
leaving them to guess how he intends to 
use the power with which they re-clothed 
him for another four year term. 

Which, strictly speaking, is the busi- 
ness of the people of Germany and no 


others. If they prefer to be governed in 
that way, they have a right to make the 
choice. If they are not in fact allowed to 


make the choice freely on election day, 
that their look-out. The peoples who 
have and prefer representative govern- 
ment have no mission to impose or try to 
impose it upon any other nation. 

The legitimate interest of outsiders in 
the proceedings arises from the fact that 
the Fuehrer and his colleagues have 
chosen to associate themselves in a three- 
cornered conspiracy to disturb the peace, 
violate treaties, and grab property of 
other nations.
